same house where twice before a car 
had found a resting place. 
Fortunately no one was killed or 
Injured, but this Is because the mo­ 
torman and others took no chances, 
but jumped In time to save 
them­ 
selves. 
At about IO o’clock while de­ 
scending the hill and just after round­ 
ing the curve at Wall street the car 
became unruly and started at rapid 
speed. 
T. L. Atkinson was at the 
brake, but in spite of his best efforts 
to stop the car it continued to gain 
momentum. 
Realizing that prompt action was 
necessary, Atkinson resorted to 
the 
"safety" brake, which he threw OU 
with full force. 
This did no 
good, 
however, and without taking any fur­ 
ther risk he yelled to Conductor lY. E. 
Neal 
and 
jumped 
off. 
Policeman 
Thomas Stafford was the only passen­ 
ger aboard, and he. with tho conduc­ 
tor, followed the raotorman’s example. 
All escaped unhurt. 
The fugitive car continued in Its 
wild descent, gathering momentum as 
jt sped nlong, until the curve at the 
Wucherer corner was reached. Then 
with a bound it shot off 
the 
track, 
jumped over the curbing and jammed 
its way through a barrier of heavy 
steel rails, finally crashing Into the 
house, where It burled Itself into the 
wall.

Now York, Jan. 30.—'There was a 
revolution of speculative sentim ent In 
the stock m arket Wednesday and the 
movement to sell gathered force up to 
the close, which was active and weak. 
Generally speaking, Tuesday’s gains 
were wiped out. 
The movement had 
no other obvious cause than the de­ 
sire to take profits on the part of the 
professional traders, who had bought 
Tuesday or earlier. It took onty about 
half an hour of trading after tao open­ 
ing to dem onstrate that the slightly 
increased demand attracted by Tues 
day's sharp advances was being so 
fully fed by profit taking sales as to 
repress any tendency to advance be­ 
yond small fractions. The contingent 
of hear traders was quick to take ad 
vantage of this situation and to ot­ 
ter down prices, taking the m arket 
away from the sellers. The character 
of tho whole m arket 
thereupon re 
lapsed into the rut of dullness and 
professionalism. 
The 
anim ation of 
Tuesday’s late demand had aroused 
strong hopes that the great banking 
interests which control the large rail 
road system s 
were once more em 
barked upon a movement to put up 
prices and make a m arket for syndi 
cate holdings of securities.

The speculation felt acutely the lack 
of the stifm ulating effect of the re 
cent strength in Amalgamated Cop 
per.

About 8:30 last night car No. 384 
got away from the motorman, duo to 
sleet on the tracks. 
It whirled down 
the hill, struck a curve whore the two 
tracks come together at a "dead end” 
and turned partly ifn its side. No one 
was hurt, but a crowd gtahered at 
once to help in getting the people out 
and in righting the car. 
Ten minutes later car No. 371 came 
down the hill. 
At the spot where No. 
384 got beyond control No. 371 began 
to slip, and it was rushing down tho 
hill in an instant. 
The car whirled 
into the crowd about No. 384, killing 
McFadden, who was in the car help­ 
ing in rescue work, smashing the (al­ 
and dashing across the road until it 
struck the Pennsylvania railroad sta­ 
tion.

Mr. Metzger’s hill to convert th** 
townships of Stark and Columbiana 
counties into special 
road districts, 
with a view 
of 
Instituting reforms 
which shall result in the much needed 
Improvement of the highways of those 
counties, has been Introduced in the 
legislature, and Its provisions have 
been given quite fully in the news 
columns of this paper. 
Representa­ 
tives Buell and Crist, desirous of m eet­ 
ing the wishes of their constituents 
in the m atter or road reform, as in 
other m atters affecting their interests, 
now request expressions 
of 
opinion 
from the people of Columbiana coun­ 
ty as to what they 
think 
of 
this 
measure as a means to the desired 
end. The hill, it will be remembered, 
requires the township trustees to ap 
point a road commissioner, who is to 
be paid not exceeding $2.50 per day 
for time 
actually employed, giving 
bond for the faithful performance of 
his duties. 
This commissioner, 
with 
the trustees, shall decide upon the 
am ount and extent of road improve­ 
m ents to be effected each year. I ho 
trustees are to divide the roads to lie 
improved into sections and to let con 
tracts for road building and m aterial 
to responsible bidders who shall give 
bond. 
The road commissioner is 
to 
have charge 
of all road repairs and 
im provements in the township. 
The 
trustees are authorized to levy a tax 
not exceeding 4 mills on the dollar 
on all taxable property, for road pur- 
-pOses, this tax to he 
paid in cash, 
the money thus collected to constitute' 
a township road fund. 
The act does 
not apply to incorporated cities, towns 
or villages within the township, but 
is merely a rural road law. 
Unques­ 
tionably Bomthlng should be done to 
give this section of Ohio better roads. 
W hat those interested in the m atter 
—and all citizens should be interested 
—think of the method proposed will 
guide the representatives 
in

votes as to the proposed law.

annual statem ents by all private cor­ 
porations, for which a fee of one-tenth 
of one per cent on the authorized cap­ 
ital stock will be charged; the raising 
of the tax on the gros^ earnings of 
insurance companies from 2Mt to 3 per 
cent, and the increase of the Dow tax 
from $350 to $500. It is estimated that 
the income from these sources will do 
away with the state levy except that 
which, is raised for school purposes. 
Of the latter all but $190,000 is paid 
into the counties, so that that amount 
would represent the total derived from 
the state levy anil applied to the ben­ 
efit of the state. 
The unanimous con­ 
sent of the Republicans to stand by 
these four bills means that they will 
constitute all of a general nature to be 
adopted during the session.

If the actions of the legislature thus 
I far are to be taken as a fair barome­ 
ter of the entire session, then we are 
to have a record in the way of vigor­ 
ous and active work. 
Thus far. bar­ 
ring the few days of rest which the de­ 
lay in the appointment of committees 
and their getting together made nec­ 
essary. everything has gone at high 
pressure. 
This may be explained in 
part by the fact that a more than or­ 
dinarily large number of members are 
here for the first time and feel the de­ 
mand of establishing themselves with 
thfdr constituents 
by 
the 
vigorous 
preparation and introduction of bills; 
but at the best this explains it only in 
part, and the more likely reason is the 
desire of all the members, both old 
and new, to make the session one of 
real value and worth. 
During last 
week, the first one for the Introduc­ 
tion of bills, more than 200 were pre­ 
sented, while by far the great m ajor­ 
ity of these were of a purely local 
character with no significance outside 
of the locality to which they applied. 
a number were of a general nature, 
seeking to correct evils in the general 
statutes. 
This unusual rush of bills 
was not looked for, and took the clerks 
and their assistants in both branches 
by surprise, yet they furnish a com­ 
prehensive view of what may be ex­ 
pected later on. 
There was a general 
belief that the session m ight finish its 
work and adjourn not later than the 
first of April, %ut this start has dis­ 
pelled any such idea, and it is now’ 
probable that the final adjournm ent 
will not come before tile first .of May 
or the latter part of April. 
Several 
m atters of a character outside of those 
which usually present themselves to 
a legislature will come up for solution. 
One of these is the redistricting of the 
state for congressional purposes. 
So 
many elements of consideration pre­ 
sent themselves In this, and so many 
argum ents for a change will be pre­ 
sented from the different sections af 
the state, that a final solution of it 
can not be looked for until after a full 
and free discussion, without the awak­ 
ening of such hostilities as will more 
than offset 
any good 
which might 
come. 
Another question which is sure 
to awaken lively debate is that of tax­ 
ation. and while there seems to be a 
general disposition to amend the pres­ 
ent law and increase the tax on corpo­ 
rations, the m anner in which this can 
best be brought about lacks unanim ­ 
ity of opinion. 
In connection with 
this question is coupled that of rais­ 
ing the Dow tax from $350 to $500, and 
this will provoke no less energetic de­ 
bate than that affecting the corporate 
interests. None of these will be fought 
out along strictly party lines and can 
not be characterized as political meas­ 
ures. Republicans and Democrats will 
be found on both sides of any measure 
which may be presented.

, object of which is the alm ost complete 
I wiping out of the state levy. 
The 
1 measures proposed, and which will be 
introduced, are to increase the excise 
tax on the gross earnings of quasi­ 
public corporations from one-half to 
one per cent; the compulsory filing of 
annual statem ents by all private cor­ 
porations, for which a fee of one-tenth 
of one per cent on the authorized cap­ 
ital stock will be charged; the raising 
of the tax on the gross earnings of 
insurance companies from 2% to 3 per 
cent. and the increase of the Dow tax 
from $350 to $500. It is estimated that 
the income from these sources will do 
away with the state levy except that 
which is raised for school purposes. 
Of tho latter all but $190,000 is paid 
into the counties, so that that, amount 
would represent the total derived from 
the state levy and applied to the ben­ 
efit of the- state. The unanimous con­ 
sent of Hie Republicans to stand by 
these four bills means that they will 
constitute all of a general nature to lie 
adopted during the session.

Robert Kirsch, conductor of one of 
the wrecked cars; 
lived in Thomas 
street. Glenwood; bu years old and 
married. 
Miss Kincaid. 19 years old; lived 
at Kite station, near McKeesport. 
The Injured. 
Thomas Campbell, a boy living at 
Wilmerding; scalp wound. 
Charles Brown, conductor on the 
Pennsylvania railroad, living at Wil­ 
merding; sc alp wound. 
Frank Small, living at East 
Mc­ 
Keesport, leg broken. 
Stevens, lives at McKeesport; 
shoulder brok* n. 
Joseph 
Heel, 
lives at 904 Soles 
street, McKeesport; ?compound frac­ 
ture of the left kneecap. 
Mrs. Nancy Wilson and Mrs. Ec­ 
cles Wilson; takeu home before na­ 
ture of their injuries was ascertained. 
Henry Henning, lives at McKees­ 
port; trackman 
for 
the 
Pittsburg 
Railways company, jaw broken. 
About 8:30 last night car No. 384 
got away from the motorman, due to 
sleet on the tracks. 
It whirled down 
the hill, struck a curve where the two 
tracks come together at a ‘‘dead end” 
and turned partly eta its side. No one 
was hurt, but a crowd gtahen d at 
once to help in getting the people out 
and in righting the c ar.

Both were crushed, dying instantly. 
Motorman Fryan, who had stayed 
at his post, was far enough into tho 
depot that tile- calling roof did not 
touch him aud he was unhurt. 
Charles Brown was driving across 
the bridge in a buggy and had his 
wife- with him. The flying car caught 
one of the hind whels of the buggy 
and wrecked it. Brown a truck on his 
head and had his scalp cut. 
His in­ 
jury Is not serious. 
Mrs. Brown was 
thrown out, hut was not hurt. 
Henry Henning, the trackman, was 
sanding the tracks and signaling No. 
371 when the car struck him, knock­ 
ing him over the hid. 
His jaw was 
broken.

is merely a rural road law.
